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Care home' needs 
time to improve' 


A COUNTY councillor has accused 
Harlow MP Robert Halfon of “chasing 
headlines” in his criticism of a care 
home at the centre of negligence alle¬ 
gations. 

Tony Durcan, Labour county councillor for 
Harlow West, said Mr Halfon should “lay off” 
the Partridge Care Centre and give manage¬ 
ment a chance to make the improvements 
needed at the home. 

He also claimed recent inspections carried 
out by Government health watchdog the Care 
Quality Commission were deeply flawed and 
failed to reflect ongoing effo-rts to improve 
standards. 

“As county councillor for the area in which 
the home is located, I have spoken to lots of 
relatives of the current residents, the vast 
majority of whom are very happy with the care 
their loved ones are receiving,” he said. 

“It is clear that in the past this has not 
always been the case but I think it’s time Mr 
Halfon, the CQC and Essex County Council 
stopped looking backwards and recognised the 
fact that management and staff at the home are 
working exceptionally hard to put things 
right.” 

The results of the CQC’s most recent 
inspection on January 13 indicate that 
improvements are being made at the home in

several key areas, most notably regarding the 
safe handling of medicines, staffing levels, 
employee training and the general cleanliness 
of facilities. 

But the report also highlights continued 
concerns over record-keeping, the delivery of 
personalised care plans and the safety of 
bathing facilities, meaning that overall stan¬ 
dards are still deemed as inadequate according 
to the assessment criteria. 

“The way in which the CQC compiles these 
reports is misleading,” Mr Durcan claimed. 
“Even if a home is making real improvements, 
as this report shows, this simply isn’t reflected 
in the overall assessment. 

“With inspectors from the CQC, county 
council and primary care trust turning up 
almost every week, I can imagine it’s very dif¬ 
ficult to get on with the job you’ve been asked 
to do. And it certainly doesn’t help when the 
local MP is using you to chase headlines.” 

But Mr Halfon hit back at the criticism, 
pointing out that he was acting on behalf of 
relatives with genuine concerns. 


“I have been contacted by a number of con¬ 
stituents very unhappy with the way their rela¬ 
tives have been treated at the home,” he said. 
“It is my job as MP to address those concerns. 

“I have also made it clear in my radio inter¬ 
views and communications with the centre’s 
management that I am aware of the hard work 
currently being undertaken by staff to make 
the improvements that are clearly needed. 

“But the CQC’s findings clearly demon¬ 
strate that more work is needed, which is why 
I’ve set up a meeting with health minister to 
discuss the issues further and called on the 
centre’s management 
to hold a public 
meeting to address 
constitu-ents’ very 
real concerns.” ^ ^ ^

weeks time, so who will take over? 

“There’s also no guarantee the animals 
will even be kept. Not all of them are suitable 
for re-homing so does that mean they will be 
destroyed?” 

She added: “The council is always telling 
people to be responsible for their pets and yet 
here they are trying to lay off their own as 
quickly as possible. It is so disappointing.” 

Labour group leader Mark Wilkinson 
described the impending handover of each 
service as a “sad day” for Harlow. 

“Both Pets’ Corner and the Museum are 
fantastic institutions that people have been 
enjoying in Harlow for the last 50 years,” he 
told the Star. 

“Yet all the council care about is securing 
the highest bidder rather than consulting the 
public on what they want. I think the whole 
thing has been handled very poorly.” 

But councillor Joel Charles, portfolio 
holder for community and citizenship, 
claimed the redundancy notices were a mat¬ 
ter of procedure and could still be withdrawn. 

“Harlow Council has in the past issued 
similar notices only to withdraw them when 


funding for council departments or services 
has been resolved,” he explained. 

“I understand this is upsetting and unset¬ 
tling for staff, but it is a process we have to 
go through while we talk to the prospective 
new providers of facilities like the Museum 
and Pets’ Corner 

“We are trying to bring these talks to a sat¬ 
isfactory conclusion as soon as possible, and 
we will keep staff updated as we go. 

“If the reality is that staff posts are lost, we 
will of course look at redeploying them else¬ 
where within the council. 

He added: “Harlow Council has been 
working closely with private and voluntary 
sector groups to run our discretionary servic¬ 
es because we can no longer afford to fund 
them. 

“The stark fact is that finding new opera¬ 
tors for them is the best chance of keeping 
them going.”

A GROUP offering friendship 
and support to the elderly is 
urging people not to forget older 
relatives and neighbours now the 
festive period is over. 

The Harlow Contact the Elderly group, 
part of a national charity dedicated to 
tackling social isolation among older 
people, organises monthly tea parties 
for the town’s elderly residents. 

The group, whose volunteers take it in 
turns to host the social gatherings at 
their homes, want to recruit more 
people to lend a hand in ensuring that 
the elderly do not become trapped in 
their own homes for the rest of the year. 
“It is lovely to come forward at 
Christmas and do something special for 
an older person, but it is important to 
also remember that they like some 
company all the time,” said the charity’s 
East of England development officer 
Linda Braebum. 

“Some of our members don’t have 
any living relatives to look out for 
them and can become very 
isolated. We are hoping to find some 
more volunteers willing to give up a 
little bit of time this year to help these 
people be able to get out of their homes, 
socialise and most importantly feel 
valued.” 

There are currently two Contact the 
Elderly groups in Harlow, with the 
newest one currently seeking more 
volunteer drivers to collect guests from 


their homes and take them to the tea 
parties. 

They are also looking for additional 
people willing to host the social 
gatherings or just attend and spend 
some time with the older members. 
“The only criteria to host a party are 
that access is reasonably easy to your 


home, you have enough seating, there is 
a downstairs toilet and you have a 
kettle,” said Linda. “Anyone young or 
old with a willing heart and who is able 
to spare a few hours once a month can 
then come along to give our members 
some company.” 

She added: “Our volunteers genuinely 
gain as much enjoyment as the older

Cycle trek team get closer to the halfway mark 


A FORMER head girl of St Mark’s 
School currently cycling her way 
across Africa to raise £100,000 for 
street children has now reached 
Sudan. 

Loretta White (30) set off from 
London in August last year along 
with her husband and two friends. 
They have crossed 15 countries to 
make it to Khartoum, meaning 
they have now completed the first 
4,500 miles of the 12,000-mile 
trek. 

With more than £20,500 raised so 


far, the Cycle Africa team are keen 
to keep the donations coming in to 
ensure they hit their fundraising 
target by the time they reach their 
final destination of Cape Town in 
August this year. 

Loretta, who used to live in 
Moorfield, Harlow, said it had been 
an incredible but extremely 
challenging experience so far. 

“It has been interesting to see the 
culture, people and landscape 
change slowly from fast cars in 
Germany to camels in the Middle 


East and northern Africa,” she said. 
“It has been hard work, though. 
One day we cycled up 1,850 
metres from the Dead Sea in 
Jordan to Karak. It took us five 
hours to cover 20 miles, half¬ 
cycling and half-pushing our fully- 
loaded bikes up the mountain. 
“However, it is all worth it to raise 
awareness about the issues that 
street children face.”

'winter bug' 
in its tracks 

A LOCAL health trust 
is asking people to 
follow simple 
precautions to stop the 
spread of a common 
winter vomiting bug. 
According to NHS 
North Essex, the 
norovirus can begin 
suddenly with 
symptoms including 
nausea, vomiting, 
diarrhoea, stomach 
cramps, chills and 
muscle aches. 

The illness normally 
lasts for 24 hours and 
victims are asked not to 
visit hospitals for at 
least 48 hours after the 
symptoms have gone to 
prevent spreading the 
bug. 

Denise Hagel, nursing 
director for NHS North 
Essex, said: “Our 
hospital wards have 
excellent infection 
control procedures but 
need residents to play 
their part by not going 
to hospital if they have 
the bug or have had 
symptoms in the last 
48-hours. 

“It can make vulnerable 
people such as the 
elderly and those 
already unwell very 
sick. The best thing to 
do is to stay at home 
and take plenty of 
fluids.”

Fury of McDonald's diners hit with £50 parking fines

IT wasn’t a happy meal for families 
visiting a local McDonald’s after 
they ended up being hit with a £50 
parking fine. 

Customers visiting the fast-food restau 
rant in Hastingwood were furious to 
receive tickets after unwittingly breaching 
the eatery’s 90-minute parking restriction 

Stephen Gutteridge, who lives in South 
end, had met his daughter and grandchil 
dren at the diner to exchange Christmas 
presents when he fell foul of the time 
penalty. 

“We all ate a meal there and then took 
our time catching up while the kids 
played,” he said. “I hadn’t thought any¬ 
thing of it so was absolutely appalled I 
when I later received the fine as we had- L 
n’t seen any warnings. 

“I am all for doing something to pre¬ 
vent the car park being abused, but a 90- 
minute restriction is targeting genuine 
customers. It is hardly an unreasonable 
time to spend at a restaurant, especially 
one with a children’s play area.” 

Mother-of-two Sasha Crace said she 
was “fuming” after what had meant to 
be an inexpensive treat for her family 
had ended up costing almost £100. 

“I take my children to this McDonald’s 
because they really enjoy using the play 
area there and we’ve never had a problem 
with taking our time before,” she said. 

“To later receive a £50 fine for being ; 
genuine customer is, in my opinion, abso 
lutely disgusting.” 

According to Sasha, who lives in Puck 
eridge, when she called to complain about 
the fine she was told she hadn’t been the 
only customer to get caught out.

Charity's £5m deal to 
run children's centres 


A NATIONAL charity is set to 
take over children’s centres in 
Harlow and West Essex after 
securing a £5m contract with 
Essex County Council. 

Spurgeons will run the town’s 
eight former Surestart centres in 
a two-year deal starting in April, 
with all existing staff being 
retained under TUPE regula¬ 
tions. 

The charity, which currently 
runs 40 children’s centres across 
the UK, was awarded the con¬ 
tract following an “intense” 11- 
month bidding process. 

Chief executive Tim Jeffery 
said “Following what has been 
acknowledged across the chil¬ 
dren’s services sector as one of 
the most rigorous and robust ten¬ 
dering processes, we are so 
pleased to have won this con¬ 
tract. 

“Competition was intense 
with the top organisations in our 


sector chasing the four regional 
contracts, so we are delighted 
that we have been able to demon¬ 
strate our excellence as a 
provider under these circum¬ 
stances. 

“We are so proud of the work 
that our children’s centres carry 
out and look forward to being 
able to provide this exceptional 
service to families in West 
Essex.” 

County councillor Sarah 
Candy, cabinet member with 
responsibility for children’s serv¬ 
ices, said the move demonstrated 
the authority’s commitment to 
children’s centres 

“They are a well established 
and valued part of local commu¬ 
nities across Essex,” she said. “It 
is important that they continue to 
provide key services to all fami¬ 
lies, but we also want to ensure 
that we reach those children at 
greatest disadvantage.”

Any mistakes outweighed 
by genuine achievements 


SIR, What strange contradictions and confusion in the Tory 
ranks. 

On the one hand Harlow Council leader Andrew Johnson is 
rightly looking forward to celebrating Harlow’s 65th 
anniversary as a New Town, while his colleagues Simon 
Carter and Tony Hall cannot find a single good word to say 
about Labour’s achievements of the 47 of those years during 
which Labour controlled the council. 

Of course mistakes were made but they were far outweighed 
by the genuine achievements which have been catalogued by 
Stan Newens and others, often in the face of restrictions by 
government, both Tory and even Labour at times. 

A little more also needs to be said about Cllr Hall’s weird 


ideas about the Marshall Plan being responsible for the 
building of Harlow. 

While the Plan was a significant contribution to the recovery 
of Europe from the devastation of the Second World War, 
economists have concluded that the common impression it 
was almost solely responsible for this is wrong. 

Recovery was already under way, albeit slowly, in 1947 when 
the first New Towns were designated and the Marshall Plan 
ended in 1952, three years before Harlow Council was 
created. 

Perhaps an even more significant misunderstanding is the 
belief that it was a purely altruistic act by the US. There were 
very good political and economic reasons for the US to help 



Hertfordshire’s Premier

Why as a country 
we must focus on 
care for the dying 

MANY Star readers will know Britain is 
now debating the topic of assisted 
suicide. A new report was published 
just the other day which said that 
euthanasia should be legal. 

For my part I passionately believe that 
this is wrong. Human life is to be 
valued. 

Britain should be proud of its record on 
caring for the elderly. That is why I 
believe we need to move the focus away 
from euthanasia to quality of life and 
care for the dying. 

I became involved with this not by 
accident but through involvement with 
our local hospice, St Clare. It is one of 
the most wonderful community 
organisations with which I have ever 
had the privilege to be involved, both 
as a parliamentary candidate in Harlow 
for many years and as our local MP. 

St Clare is dedicated to promoting 
quality of life and care. It has taught 
me much about the important role of 
palliative care and how it needs our 
support. 

There are some problems which I raised 
with the health minister this week. 

First of all, St Clare receives a quarter 
of its funding from the local NHS 
although other nearby hospices such as 
Farleigh or St Francis receive nearly 
half of their funding from the NHS. I do 
not deride this but it is important to 
have greater equality of funding. 

There is also a cliff-edge issue which is 
that most charitable hospices have 
agreements with their local NHS that 
last for just one year. We need longer- 
term agreements so that hospices can 
plan ahead. 

Although we often talk about the Big 
Society, the hospice movement existed 
before that was even mentioned. It has 
pioneered the big society for many 
years and 157 charitable hospices in 
the UK receive the bulk of their funding 
from private and community sources. 
More than 100,000 people donate their 
time to local hospices. St Clare has 
500 volunteers and last autumn, I was 
pleased to work there as a receptionist. 
Given what the Government is trying to 
accomplish in many parts of the public 
sector, hospices deserve more 
recognition for their role as part of the 
Big Society. They are models of how 
charitable institutions can raise extra 
funds, invest in services and train the 
community without resources coming 
simply from higher taxes. 

There is also a funding issue. St Clare 
offers bereavement counselling - a huge 
extra cost for something it does not 
have to provide but nevertheless offers 
as an extra service. Hospices receive 
little credit for their work on 
bereavement care and a UK study has 
shown that such care is often 
overlooked. 

When we have such a caring community 
like St Clare, it seems a hugely 
dangerous step to go down the road of 
assisted dying. Sometimes, I feel that, 
as a society, we devalue human life 
whether through fiction, computer 
games, television or in real life. That is 
why I will do everything I can to oppose 
euthanasia and support St Clare in 
every way. 

As a society we need to move back 
towards dignity for the dying and 
strong support for our hospice care.

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Path provides town link to Olympic Park 


WORK on a new footpath and cycle 
track providing a direct off-road link 
between Harlow and Olympic Park 
in Stratford is nearing completion. 

Starting at Harlow Town Station, 
the 24-mile route follows the recent¬ 
ly-upgraded towpath running along¬ 
side the River Stort before heading 
south through the Lee Valley Reg¬ 
ional Park and into east London. 

Construction work on the final 
section linking Roydon Station to 
Meadgate Road in Nazeing began 
last week and project partners 
British Waterways and the Lee 


Valley Regional Park Authority 
expect it to be finished by the end of 
March. 

Tony Hall, Harlow Council’s port¬ 
folio holder for the environment, 
said the route would be a great addi¬ 
tion to the town’s existing network 
of footpaths and cycle tracks. 

“Harlow will be hosting the 
Olympic Torch relay on July 7 and 
the construction of this footpath and 
cycle route will be another exciting 
way of making local people really 
feel part of this event,” he said. 

“At 24 miles it’s not quite a 


marathon, so I hope that many of our 
energetic runners, walkers and 
cyclists will go the whole distance 
from Harlow to the Olympic Park!” 

Mark Blackwell, enterprise man¬ 
ager at British Waterways, added: 
“This towpath work will provide the 
final section of the green route from 
Harlow to the Olympic Park. 

“We hope the new path will allow 
all users to enjoy the peaceful water¬ 
ways that form an attractive alterna¬ 
tive route into London and will be of 
lasting benefit to locals and visi¬ 
tors.” 


GP who helped 
to change face 
of health care

A PIONEERING doctor who 
set up Harlow’s first GP sur¬ 
gery has died at the age of 90. 

Scotsman Dr Charles Taylor, 
pictured right, worked alongside 
Dr Norman Booth in Old Har¬ 
low before seizing the opportu¬ 
nity to open the New Town’s 
first medical practice in 1951. 

As the town’s population 
grew, he worked with Lord 
Stephen Taylor and the Harlow 
Development Corporation to set 
up the UK’s first NHS health cen¬ 
tre at Haygarth House. 

It was to change the face of com¬ 
munity healthcare with its revolu¬ 
tionary incorporation of medical, 
community nursing and dental services 
under one roof. 

The pioneering project was so successful 
that the Nuffield Trust decided to finance similar 
medical centres across Harlow, starting with Nuffield 
House, Sydenham House and Addison House - all of 
which were set up in 1955. 


Also involved in the setting up and day-to- 
day running of the GP maternity unit at 
Princess Alexandra Hospital, Dr Taylor 
continued to work at Nuffield House as 
a senior partner until his semi-retire¬ 
ment in 1986, after which he worked 
for practices in and around Harlow 
for a further 11 years. 

Remaining fit and active 
throughout his life, he celebrated 
his 84th birthday with a para¬ 
chute jump and continued to play 
tennis until a few months after 
his 90th birthday. 

His interests included geology, 
astronomy, psychology and 
archaeology, and he excavated 
many fine Roman artefacts from 
the grounds of his own family 
home in Felmongers after discover¬ 
ing it was built on the site of a Roman 
villa. 

Some of his finds were subsequently 
displayed both at Harlow Museum and the 
British Museum. 

A dedicated and caring doctor who touched many 
people’s lives with his warmth and kindness, he leaves 
behind wife Bobbie, children Hugh and Fiona, and six 
grandchildren.

Child pom shame 
of immature teen 


A TEENAGER found guilty of pos¬ 
sessing indecent images of children 
has been spared a jail sentence. 

Instead, 18-year-old Alexander Wood, of 
The Readings, Harlow, was given a three- 
year community order to attend an internet 
sexual offending treatment programme and 
made the subject of a sexual offences pre¬ 
vention order. 

Wood pleaded guilty at Chelmsford 
Crown Court to two offences of possessing 
indecent images for distribution and two of 
downloading indecent images of children. 

Judge David Turner told him: “This is a 
thoroughly shameful day for you and prob¬ 
ably a distressing day for your family.” 

Michael Fraser, prosecuting, said infor¬ 
mation of children being exploited was 
passed to the Child Protection Unit. 

As a result of the information they

received, police officers went to Wood’s 
home on Christmas Eve in 2010. 

Mr Fraser said Wood had joined a social 
networking website which members used to 
share indecent images by accessing one 
another’s computer files. 

The images were stored on two laptops 
seized by police. 

Most of the 1,481 images found in 
Wood’s possession were classed at levels 
one to four in severity, with four at the high¬ 
est level of five. 

Andrew Clower, representing Wood, said 
in mitigation his client was 16 when he 
started downloading the images and had 
used his laptop in his room. 

“No-one else knew or would have been 


exposed to the images,” Mr Clower told the 
court. “He [Wood] was an immature young 
man and remains deeply immature to this 
day.” 

Passing sentence, the judge told Wood: 
“Think for a moment how you would feel if 
these little children were your brothers or 
sisters because they are someone’s brothers 
and sisters, sons and daughters, being taken 
to film studios in front of lights and cam¬ 
eras. 

“It’s something they have got to remem¬ 
ber being put through for the rest of their 
lives because of people like you supporting 
a thoroughly evil trade. 

“I don’t know why other than lust you got 
into this situation. 

“You could be sent to prison but you were 
16 or 17 at the time and still developing. 
These websites attract despicable people - 
paedophiles.”

Animals are good 
at making friends 


NEW research published by scientists at 
the University of Aberdeen shows that 
animals get together in groups of 
'friends' to share information in much the 
same way humans interact on social 
networking websites such as Facebook 
and Twitter. 

The research team led by Dr David 
Lusseau spent 10 years studying the social 
behaviour of intelligent animals such as 
monkeys, dolphins and horses. 


They discovered that animals are good at 
making friends and formed groups before 
sharing all sorts of information - including 
where to find food and to how to avoid 
enemies. 

Dr Lusseau said the findings suggested 
that the evolution of social media 
reflected the development of social 
networks in the animal kingdom. 

"It's allowing us to share information with 


one another in the way that animals 
across the kingdom have always 
communicated, the only difference being 
that we can do it on a global level," he told 
reporters. 

"This information differs between species 
and populations, so it could be where food 
is, where predators are, or how strong you 
are in comparison to the other animals 
around you which would make you more or 
less likely to win in a fight."

WORK has restarted on the construc¬ 
tion of a new hotel in Harlow town cen¬ 
tre following months of delays. 

The development ground to a halt more than 
18 months ago following the demolition of 
derelict buildings on the Crown Gate site but is 
now “progressing well”, according to project 
managers Crestside Properties. 

Aimed primarily at business travellers, the 
no-frills Holiday Inn Express is expected to be 
complete by Spring 2013 and will feature 122 
bedrooms, conferencing facilities and separate 
retail units. 

Crestside’s group sales manager Gerry 
Parson said this week: “There are always delays 
with these kind of projects but I’m glad to say 
work is now progressing well. 

“With the regeneration of the town centre on 
the cards and Harlow’s new Enterprise Zone 
status this is an exciting time for the town and 
we want to be part of it. 

“The demand for a town centre hotel is clear¬ 
ly there and will give our guests a comfortable, 
convenient and affordable place to stay in the 
heart of Harlow from a brand that is known and 
trusted worldwide.” 

The plans had originally appeared at odds 
with council blueprints for the regeneration of 
the town centre, which had earmarked the 
Crown Gate site as the proposed location for a 
new bus terminus. 

But since developers and main investors 
Stockland pulled out of the scheme in 2010, the

ambitious proposals have been scaled back and 
the authority is confident the new hotel can 
form part of the revised plans.

New campaign drives 
home safety message 


POLICE issued more than 100 
penalty notices and arrested 
three people on the first day of a 
new road safety campaign in 
Essex. 

The ‘No Excuse’ initiative, which 
was launched last Wednesday, is target¬ 
ing motorists who speed, fail to wear a 
seatbelt, drink and drive or use a mobile 
phone while driving. 

On the first day more than 140 vehi¬ 


cles were stopped and checked at five 
sites. Automatic number plate recogni¬ 
tion technology was also used to identi¬ 
fy vehicles whose drivers were commit¬ 
ting offences or which had been 
involved in crime. 

Ten vehicles were seized because the 
drivers were not insured, while a total of 
56 drivers were stopped for not wearing 
seat belts and 26 for driving while using 
mobile phones. Nineteen vehicles were 
found to have no MOT, two vans were 


taken off the road for mechanical 
defects and 10 other motoring offences 
were detected. 

Councillor Tracey Chapman, Essex 
County Council’s cabinet member for 
highways and transportation and chair¬ 
man of the Essex Casualty Reduction 
Board, said: “I have been very impress¬ 
ed by the level of enforcement and edu¬ 
cation activity from all of the ECRB 
partners and their dedication to reducing 
collisions. 


“Campaigns like this give us the opp¬ 
ortunity to talk to drivers about the most 
common causes of accidents and make 
them aware of their driving behaviour. 

“Whilst some drivers continue to put 
themselves and others at risk we will 
continue to target those individuals and 
work to make our roads safer. 

“We all have a part to play in this 
campaign and I hope we can count on 
support from drivers in achieving safer 
roads for everyone in Essex.” 


MP highlights 'inequalities' 
in NHS funding for hospices 



HARLOW MP Robert Halfon 
highlighted the funding issues 
of a local hospice during a 
Parliamentary debate on 
palliative care. 

Following a meeting with St 
Clare Hospice chief executive 
Tanya Curry to discuss the 
difficulties of raising the 
annual £2.7m running costs, 
Mr Halfon raised the issues of 
inequality and short-term 
agreements in respect of 
Primary Care Trust 
contributions.

more equality of funding. 
"There is also the issue of 70 
per cent of hospices only 
receiving one-year agreements 
regarding their funding 
contributions.

Mr Halfon also urged ministers 
to give hospices more 
recognition for their role as 
part of the Big Society. 

"They are models of how 
charitable institutions can 
raise extra funds without it 
simply coming from higher 
taxes," he added.

POP queen Madonna remains a formidable 
force of nature in the music industry. 

She boasts the most number one singles in the 
UK of any female solo artist and proudly claims 
the Guinness World Record as the top-selling 
female artist of all time with estimated global 
album sales of 300 million. 

However, repeated attempts to expand her 
creative empire on to the stage and screen have 
proved less fruitful. In front of the camera she has 
weathered stinging criticism for her acting with 
the notable exception of a memorable portrayal 
as Eva Peron, which earned her a coveted Golden 
Globe. 

Her 2008 directorial debut Filth And Wisdom was 
eviscerated by the media and now she sets herself 
up for another fall with her second feature behind 


the camera. W.E. explores the tumultuous 
romance of King Edward VIII and Wallis Simpson 
that rocked the British monarchy to its 
foundations. 

Co-written by Alek Keshishian, the film begins in 
1998 Manhattan where Wally Winthrop (Abbie 
Cornish) is trapped in an abusive marriage to 
husband William (Richard Coyle). 

Wally becomes obsessed with a Sotheby’s auction 
of precious trinkets from the Windsor estate 
belonging to Wallis Simpson (Andrea 
Riseborough) and her royal suitor (James D’Arcy). 
She becomes a regular visitor to the pre-auction 
showcase, seeking sanctuary in flashbacks to 
Wallis’s trials and tribulations. 

Wally imagines Edward’s pleas to his parents 
(James Fox and Judy Parfitt) and stammering 
brother Bertie (Laurence Fox) and the media 
swarm that engulfed the couple’s every move. 
Back at the auction, Russian security guard Evgeni 
(Oscar Isaac) catches Wally’s eye, offering an 


escape from her violent and loveless relationship. 
W.E. is peppered with flickers of directorial flair, 
including a stunning tracking shot of umbrellas in 
the rain cocooning Cornish from a sudden 
downpour. 

Costumes and art direction are impressive - just 
what you would expect from a material girl like 
Madonna. 

However, the director's obvious affinity with 
Simpson - a strong American woman whose 
private affairs were splashed across the front 
pages of the voracious British media - clouds her 
judgment. The script is a mess and the 1990s 
sequences feel laboured. 

Despite tour-de-force performances from 
Riseborough and Cornish, this snapshot of a 
bygone era fails to capture our hearts like The 
King's Speech , which dealt with the abdication 
with brevity and wit.

Keeping Faith 
in Olympi 


TALENTED judo player 
Faith Pitman is excited but 
not complacent about mak¬ 
ing the Great Britain squad 
for the London 2012

suffered heartbreak four years 
ago when she just missed out on 
being picked for the Beijing 
Olympics in 2008. 

She is aiming to make up for 
this upset by earning selection 
for the U-63kg women’s catego¬ 
ry in the capital in August. 

Speaking to the Star from a Great 
Britain training camp in Austria, 
Pitman said: “I’m really excited 
about it, but it’s too early to say 
about the Olympics. I will be really 
pleased to get picked.” 

The engaging and determined 
character ended 2011 on a high 
when she gained a bronze medal at a 
World Cup tournament in Samoa. 

This came after a tough year and a 
recuperation period following an 
operation on her right foot in 
September. 

This op was critical as the move¬ 
ment in her knee had been impaired 
by the troublesome foot injury, 
important factors in a sport where 
flexibility and speed are tested to the 
hilt. 

Pitman, who returned from 
Mittersill in Austria yesterday 
(Wed), said: “I had the surgery in

September. I had restricted move¬ 
ment in it and it affected my knee.” 

She added: “To get the [World 
Cup] medal was good and I feel 
good in training. I am getting back 
to my best. I had a good prepara¬ 
tion period over Christmas.” 

The events of the next two to 
three months will be critical as 
she aims to make the GB team 
for the biggest sporting event 
this country has staged this 
century. 

She said: “We have the 
British Championships com¬ 
ing up on January 22 and 
there are then three World 
Cup events in Sofia 
[Bulgaria], Budapest 

[Hungary] and Warsaw 
[Poland] over the following 
six weeks. 

“It’s going to be a hard 
slog to get there. Last year 
was not so good for me and 
I’m feeling much better now.’ 

She added: “I get a bit nerv¬ 
ous now and again [thinking 
about the London Olympics]). 

You have to focus on what 
you can control and get your¬ 
self in the best shape.”
